The Wonderful Career of One
of the Presidents

Recalled

Tlie campaign lliat lias just passed ana
the talk of rewarding some of tlic gold
Democrats recalls the Andrew Johnson in-

cident. Daniel S. Dickinson had been one ot
the most prominent loyal Democrats, anil it
,eemcd that he certainly would he namid,
but there arose internal differences in the
delegation, and it was impossible for the
members to agree to the selection of Mr.
Dickinson, an 1 then, too, it wav found that
the rricnls of Mr. Dickinson would consent
to no other man from that State. "While
the argument was at its height Henry J.
Raymond suggested the name of Andrew
Johnon, then war governor of Tennessee,

and he was nominated almost without ob-

jection.
Mr. ..olinKin had previously been in the

Ecnnte and was recognized by all as a
tioroughly lojal man, but one who was
working at that time merely because
considered thooe fighting against the Union
traiiors, and not because he thought the
.prmcijle they upheld was wiong. Mr.
Johnson was a firm advocate of the, right
of a State to secede from the Union, but
was Just as stiongly oppofed to eecedmg
by firing on a United States fort. He held
that the fust act of the confederacy was
treaton. and that tin- - Southern States could
not legally Union until they had
come lack and made. amends for thetrea-iono- f

firing on Fort Sumter.
In accepting the i.omiration Mr. JoiJii'-ii-

wasca reful lomake itplainthatheaccopcd
as a Democrat, and by so doing did not
relinquish a single I o nt of his belief in the
principles or Jcnortouian Democracy. He
fcaid he accepted because of the "higher
duty of first preserving the government."

Tlie effort to impeach him after he suc-
ceeded to the Presidency is an ample evi-

dence of the sincerity of his statements in
saying that he would give up none of his

principles by lus acceptance
of the Kepublican nomination. The entire
controversy which caused the attempt to
Impeach him, which failed by the lack of
one vote in the Senate, arose over his con-
tention for the old principle that the State
was greater than tlie Union.

All of this lends to the history of a pecu-liarlir-

which wallillustrates the fact that
in tliis country it is possible for the hum
blest citizen to reach the highest position of
powcrand Influence--Andre-w Johnson was
born a poor man, and, more than that, lie
was a poor man in a quarter of the country
and at a time when a white man without
money was looked upon as even lower than
a negro slave. He grew to maturity with1
out even learning to read or write, but
married a woman through whose loving
kindness the natural intellect that had slum-
bered so long was made to awaken and
blossom into a power that duected a voice
that was more dreaded for Its effect on
it's hearers than a whole army in time of
war.

Tliis wife spent much tune during the a
day, wiiilc lier husband was at work,

in reading to him, which, with
her instruction at night In reading, writ-
ing, arithmetic and other common-scho-

brandies of study, soon placed him in a posi-

tion to rapidly gain the knowledge that
others strive In vain for many years to
obtain.

the pretty little town. The first of all is
a little tumble-dow- n two-roo- shanty,
wWch, when pointed out to tlie stranger,
does not strike him as anything out of tlie
ordinary, and never would, except for the
unnost faded sign on a small board naileST
over tiie door, which reads:
"A. Johns.,:.. Tailor." Even the fact of
the sign dors not signify much until the 1

is Intormed that the sign indicates
that the small and humble place was once
theal o ieof a n.an who became PreMdentof
the United States, and that he once occu-
pied Uiat insignificant house aid followed
tlie calling, as the sign indicates, of village
tailor. It was there that the people there-
at ots brought their homespun and fitore-- 1

ought cloth to the man who was destined
to rise above them all and stand out with
undaunted c oarage for what he believed to
be the riglit.

This, little cottage is well portrayed in
the accompanying cur, which was made
from a photograph taken a few years ago.

The fence was originally as good as the
best in the town, lwiug made of tlie ancient
palings so muelijiscd in small towns, but
now it is sadly out of repair. The posts ,
liave become weak from decay and the
line is nlmoit as wavy as that of the
farmers' snake fence. Over the Trout door
was a small trellis that was l.uilt by the

In summertime-tlit- s

trellis was so completely covered with
Tines that it almost hid the doonvaj;. An
ancient brick chimney stands at the nprth--vve-

end of the house, built on the outside,
as Is the common custom throughout the
South, and on the inside is a fireplace that
lias burned many black logs cut by the
sturdy hands of Andrew Johnson. In tlie
rear isalittlegardpn patch that was tended
by the wife to whom Andrew Johnson
owed all the greatness of his later life. At
the side and through one corner or this gar-

den lot runs lln'stream that flows from the
'big spring," located 100 yards or more
away.

The second place ot interest is "Monu-
ment hill,' whete stands tlie monument
erected over the grave of the man who
rose from tlie tailor shop to the White
House. Tills hill is in the southwest edge
of the town, and is a rugged bit of nature,
the soil being of the red clay that is so
common in the Southi and denotes tlie pres-
ence of oxidized iron. Being full of gravel,
there is little vegetation, except within
the small plot, inclosed by an iron fence, in
the center of which rises tlie monument
which can be seen from all the higher parts
of the town. Tlie monument is a- plain
marble shaft, with an inscription that
shows what tlte humblest citizen of this
country may some day become tlie Chief
Executive of the greatest nation on earth.

The monument is remarkable only for its
plainness and for the fact that it stands
over the tomb of an whose
course in following his convictions brought
an effort to impeach him while occupying
the White House On one side of tlie base
is the inscription "His faith in the people
never wavered."

The home ot the town's greatest citizen,
after he had risen to better tilings than a
two-roo- tailor bliop, is also in Greeue-vill-

and is still one of tiie nicest houses
in town, although not as pretentious as
many others. It is a substantial two-stor- y

brick house', standing on the northeast
side ot a bcautirul lot, large enough to
contain an ordinary State house. The
grounds are not very pretentious, nor are
they now very well kept. Through them
riows a small drain, which, in dry weather,
becomesmcrely a ditch, and in wet weather
becomesa fair-size-d stream. The banks of
tliis stream arc lined witli willows or dif-
ferent varieties, which, in their natural con-
dition, give the place a weird aspect. The
house is partially covered with vines, and,
all in all, has a, dull and dismal appear-
ance, but it was once tlie scene of many
fashionable gatherings of the elite of tlie
State.

Johnson was an invalid. During Mr. John-
son's residence at the Witite House his
daughter, Mrs. Patterson, did tiie honor.s
of the place on account of the indisposi-
tion of her mother. It was therefore nat-
ural that when the family returned to
Grceneville there should be a little social
gayety at the home. Tliis large house is
still occupied by Mrs. Patterson, who is
ever ready to show strangers through tlie
home of a former President.

"WHEN GRAST "WAS POOH.

A Time in His Career When lie
Is ceded the "Wherewithal.

Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, one of the leaders
of the San Francisco bar, at a recent meet-
ing of tiie California Commandery of the
Military Order of tlie Loyal Legion, told

story about Gen. Grant which is said
never before to have been printed. It was
told years ago to Gen. Dames by Capt.
Richard L. Ogden, once a clerk in the office
of the United States quartermaster at San
Francisco, and Gen. Barnes recently copied
it from Capt. Ogden's diary.

It was tiiat when Grant resigned his com-
mission as captain, at the age of thirty-two- ,

being then In Oregon, he went to
San Francisco on his way home and pre-
sented to Capt. Ogden a certificate for per
diem service on a court-martia- l, amounting
to about S40. The certificate was incorrect-
ly drawn, and Grant, with a look of despair,
asked Capt. Ogden's permission to sleep en
tlie lounge in the latter's office, saying
he had not a cent to ills name. He slept on
the rickety orfice lounge, and Ogden
agreed to cash the certificate personally and
to send it back to Oregon for correction.
Grant had expected to buy passage for him-

self to New 1'ork in the steerage, but Og-

den went with him to the Paeific Mail
Steamship office and procuied for him a
cabin passage pass, or what was the near-
est to it the steamship company could give,
for Grant had to pay his railroad fare across
tiie isthmus. This, however, left him $13,
and Grant was very grateful.

The diary quotes him as eaying to Capt.
Ogden: "Tliis Is a great luxury and what

did not expect, and I am indebted to you
for It. Tlte prpspect of ever Iteing able to
reciprocate is certainly remote, but strange
things happen In this world, and there is
no knowing.''

A LITTLE "WOMAN URGES, ON THE
MEN AND NURSES THE

INJURED

The awful forebodings of enemies of tlio
new woman that she would take to fight-
ing fires has come true. Here is a

Miss Lillian Brown, ot Greens-

boro, N. C, is her name and address. She
has been officially adopted by the North
Carolina State Firemen's Association. Her
favorite fathers, of whom she, as.i daughter,
has over a thousand, are in Greensboro,
where site was first adopted by the Eagle
Hose Company, every niun or which is as
proud of hisadoptedduughter as ifshe were
a queen. Never a fire occurs without the
firemen's daughter being on tlie scene, and
to see her dressed in her red flannel fire
clothes, helineted, and with an ax in her
dainty hands, as she urges tlie "boys" on
to conquer their blazing foe, is a sight to
rcminJ one of tlie heroic acts of Joan IV A re.

There is not a siugle thing in tlie science
of that Miss Brown does not
know, and her quick eye grasps the situa-
tion of a blaze in a second. As soon as blie

sees the flumes she knows exactly which
way they will spread, and In an instant
she realizes the point which bhould be first
attackel.

There is a curious train of circumstances
leading up to tlie adoption or Miss Brown
by tlie fire boys. Sho was born in Fai
field, N. C. Her first appearance in Greens-
boro was nb.jt three and a hair years ago,
when she entered the female college liie.e.
It so happened that, being of a bright tun.
of mind, she was assigned tp play tlie lead-
ing role in tlie drama. "Tlie Fireman's
Heart," at tiie college students' annua
performance. The play was produced at.
Bogart Opera House, and was a tremen-
dous success. As ilyj'ouith Bradley, tin
pet and "mascot" of'tho firemen, Mist
Brown literally captured every heart in tht
audience, and especially those of the fire
boys. Soon after this. .It the regjlar month-
ly meetingor tlie Eagle Hose Company, Mis.
Blown was formally adopted as the fire-
men's tlaughter, and her name was.placef
upon the honorary roll of the company's
membership.

Tlie new fire girl gracefully accepted
tiie honor and pledged herseir to advanct
the cause or rirenien in general, and espe-

cially the interest of her new-mad- e fati --

ers, tlie Eagles. Miss Brown carried on
the honors with a modest bearing, and soon
her fame spread to different parts or tht
State. Toin after town wanted to have
her ror its adopted daughter, and mnnj
meetings were called to consider the sul-Jec- t.

All dirriculUcs were finally sur-
mounted at the meeting or the State Fire-
men's Association, when, by a unanimous
vote, the pet or tlie Greensboro boys was
made a daughter or the State association.

This is the only case on record or u girl
being connected with a fire department,
and the honor is felt to b.j as great by tin.
hardy s as it is by Miss Brown
herself Already the "daughter of tlie
company" boasts two medals for biavery
displayed at fires, and several resolutions
have been passed and sent to her by

bodies of citizens, who owe to her
plucky work many thousands or dollars
Tlie North Carolina boys have always been
considered a brave set or men, but their
energies are redoubled whenever the eye
or their daughter is on them.

Miss Brown takes the greatest posslblo
Interest in the department. She has a call
in her house connected with the general
signal system, and knows every number,
practically by heart. It is a very rare
occurrence that she is late on tlie.scene ota
blaze, for no matter what time it is wjien
her fire gong sounds the alarm. Miss Brown
dons her clothes and starts off to help her
fathers.

Many or them have reason to bless'her
for her kindly' help, especially artcr some.

unfortunate accident, for the little girl
is very ready to nurse the sick and in-

jured, and is always prepared for such
emergencies. Indeed, these savers of life
and property have much to be proud of in
their daughter. She is extremely pretty.
Her eyes are dark and fawn-like- , while her
naturally d features are still
rurther softened by a mass of wavingchest-nu- t

hair, .which the little fire girl wears
parted loosely in the center and drawn over
her tiny ears, caught up at the back of the
head by a plain black velvet band.
